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Mr.  Cliairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I ha,ve  the  hono'ar  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of 
Harpenden  for  the  year  1968. 

I am  ha,ppy,  as  in  previous  years,  to  he  able  to  report  that  the 
general  health  of  the  area  remains  good.  The  crude  death  ra.te  rose 
slightly  to  9*3  in  1968  from  8*7  pen  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
in  1967.  The  comparable  death  rate,  uliich  is  corrected  to  allov;  for 
the  population  structure  of  the  area  as  compared  with  the  rest  of  the 
countiy,  i;as  11*0  compared  with  the  rate  of  11*9  for  the  whole  of 
ihgland  a.nd  bales.  As  in  previous  years,  the  major  causes  of  death 
were  the  degenerctive  and  the  malignant  diseases,  particularly  cajrdio- 
vascular  disease  idiich  was  the  la.rgest  single  cause  of  death. 

There  V8.s  a.  fvirther  fall  in  the  birth  rate  from  17*  0 live  births 
per  1,000  population  in  I967  to  15*9  in  I968.  This  is  in  line  \/ith 
the  national  trend  and  is,  no  doubt,  associated  with  the  availability 
of  more  effective  forms  of  contraception. 

During  the  summer  a large  scale  cai^ipalgn  to  vaccinate  the  age 
group  ^ ~ 7 years  against  measles  was  undertaken  and  at  the  time  of 
writing  it  a,ppea-rs  that  this  lias  been  successful  in  substantiallj'’ 
reducing  the  incidence  of  the  disease.  Puller  details  will  be  given 
in  my  next  annual  I’eport . 

As  in  previous  years,  my  thanlcs  are  due  to  the  many  people,  both 
within  the  Public  Health  Department  and  in  other  agencies,  without  whose 
co-operation  the  woik  of  the  Department  vrould  have  been  impossible. 

It  is  worth  referring  in  this  connection  to  the  fact  that,  in  addition 
to  being  the  District  Council's  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I am  also, 
as  the  County  Councils  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  St.  Albajis 
Division,  responsible  for  the  day  to  day  administration  locally  of  the 
County's  Health  and  Melfare  Services.  This  1ms  considerable  advenitages 
in  that  ma,ny  problems,  which  concern  for  example  the  housing  department, 
or  the  public  health  inspectorate  are  also  well  known  to  the  county 
councils  nursing,  health  visiting  or  social  work  services  and  my  dual 
role  enables  me  to  act  as  co-ordlnator  of  the  various  services  involved. 
For  this  purpose,  case  conferences  are  held  each  quarter,  at  which 
representatives  of  the  various  departments  concerned  meet  under  my 
chairmansllp  to  discuss  common  problems  and  co-ordinate  a common  approach 
to  them. 


Finally,  I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  you  Ilr.  Chaiimoji, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  the  interest  you  have  talcen  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  tliroughout  the  year  and  for  o,ll  the  help  and  consideration 
you  have  plven  to  myself  and  my  staffo

210  people  of  al.l  ages  died  in  the  Urban  District  during  I968  giving 
a crude  deo,th  ro.te  of  9*3  and  a standardised  death  rate  of  11* 0,  Tliis 
is  to  be  compared  with  a cr'Jide  death  ra,te  of  8»7  in  196?. 

Degenero-tive  disease  of  the  heart  and  arteries  was  the  commonest 
cause  of  death,  a,ccoi:nting  f"'r  mol’s  t.  an  half  the  total  number  of  deaths 
during  the  year.  Deaths  from  tliis  cause  and  from  certain  forms  of 
cancer,  psu’ticulcu’ly  lung  cancer,  a.re  on  the  increase,  whilst  the 
infectious  disoa.ses,  the  ma,jor  killers  of  an  earlier  generation,  loave 
largely  been  conquered  by  improved  stando.rds  of  li''.nLng  and  hjrglene, 
immunisation  and  modern  methods  of  tree,tment  with  germ  killing  drugs. 

The  degenerative  a,nd  malignant  diseases  emerge  as  the  gree.t  public 
health  problem  of  the  present.  Much  can  be  done  by  the  individual  to 
reduce  his  or  her  chances  of  succimibing  prematurely  to  one  of  these 
conditions  but,  unfortunately,  like  so  much  good  advice,  it  is  easier 
to  give  than  to  act  upon.  There  is  no  doubt,  nevertheless,  that  dietary 
control  to  avoid  overweight,  the  taking  of  regular  exercise  and  the 
shunning  of  ciganrettes  would,  if  \/idely  adopted,  have  a drantic  effect 
on  the  figures  quoted  in  these  pa,ges.

There  irere  eight  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  during  1968  uhich 
is  a fifty  percent  drop  in  the  number  reported  in  1967*  Despite 
fluctuations  in  the  local  figures  the  national  figure  has  risen  inexorably 
year  by  yea-r.  Between  1956  and  1968  the  a-iinual  number  of  dearths  from

/J. though  in  this  affluent  a.ge  people’s  living  standards  have 
risen  vqt-j  considerably  since  the  end  of  the  war,  complaints  are 
still  received  which  require  immediate  attention  and  wliich  can  affect 
a number  of  private  residents.  Solutions  are  not  always  easy  to 
find  and  effective  action  to  minimise  public  nuisances  invariably 
takes  time. 

The  public,  more  and  more,  quite  rightly  demand  improved  standards, 
and  I thinlc  it  can  be  claimed,  with  every  justification,  that  in  the 
public  health  sphere  considerable  improvements  are  always  being 
achieved. 

I should  li'-'r  to  e.v-ress  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Healrli  a,nd  Housing  Committees  for  the  keen 
interest  taken  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  for  their  friendly 
and  close  support  at  all  times. 

In  addition,  I musr  thank  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their 
assistance  in  preparing  the  stalistica).  information  for  the  Report 
a.nd  for  their  help  in  running  the  Department. 
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GEICIRAL  SAIUTATION 


Complaints  ; 

During  the  ^ear  373  complaints  of  all  types  were  received  and  the 
majority  were  perfectly  straightrforx^ard  matters  which  could  he  success- 
fully resolved  without  difficulty # For  example,  2k7  complaints  were 
regarding  infestations  by  rats  and  mice  amd  41  concerned  v/asps’  nests. 

The  number  of  complaints  from  occupiers  of  tenanted  property 
continues  to  be  voiy  small  indeed  and  it  is  more  usual  for  complaints 
of  a general  irnture  to  be  made  v/hich  aXfcct  more  tha,n  one  person. 

This  applies  particularly  to  noise  complaints  and  complaints  of  smoke 
nuisance. 

It  is  fortunate  that  no  evidence  1ms  been  fo\md  of  multi-occupation 
of  dv/elling  houses  where  conditions  give  rise  to  concern. 

Water  Supply  : 

The  water  supply  for  the  \diole  area,  is  supplied  by  a private 
undertaking’,  the  Colne  Valley  Water  Company,  whose  headquarters  are  at 
Watford. 

The  supply  of  water,  vd.'ich  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality 
and  quantity,  is  obtained  from  tv/o  boreholes,  one  in  Shakespeare  Road 
and  one  at  East  I-yd.e,  which  is  just  outside  the  District.  The  raw 
supply  at  both  boreholes  is  chlorinated  as  a precautionary  measure  a.nd 
very  fe\i  comple.ints  are  received  as  to  taste  or  contamination.  During 
the  year  \;ork  was  continued  on  an  underground  storage  reservoir  of 
three  million  gailons  capac.'t  '.y,  wliich  will  safeg'uard  the  water  require- 
ments for  a rapidly  expanding  ai*ea. 

Samples  talcen  during  the  year  were  as  follows  s- 

Bacteriological  - raain  supply  51 

Results  in  all  cases  were  satisfa.ctoiy.  The  degree  of  hardness  is 
in  the  region  of  25  and  is  such  that  no  difficulties  arise  from  pi  umbo- 
sol  vent  action.  Every  house  in  the  district  is  supplied  with  v/ater  from 

the  main  supply,  direct  to  the  house. 

Sewerag_e  s 

The  majority  of  properties  in  the  district  enjoy  main  drainage 
facilities  a.nd  the  sewage  is  treated  at  one  main  sewage  v/orks  under  the 
control  of  the  Council’s  Surveyor.

19^8  sa\7  tile  completion  of  large  scale  extension  and  improvement 
woiks  to  the  seva-ge  treatment  plant  which  included  a sludge  pressing 
unit  and  additional  settlement  tanks  and  filters.  The  works  are  now 
adequate  to  cater  for  the  demands  of  a rapidly  increasing  District  a/nd 
the  effluent  should  readily  be  kept  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the 
River  Authorities. 

The  total  quantity  of  sewage  treated  at  the  sewage  works  was 
402, 783}  710  gallons  compared  i/ith  353?  703  ? 000  gallons  in  19o7  and

There  are  32  cesspools  in  use  which  serve  scattered  small  groups 
or  single  properties  anid  although  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible 
to  connect  some  of  those  properties  to  main  drainage  in  due  course,  the 
majority  v/ill  remain  out  of  reach  of  the  public  sewers  for  some  time. 

The  arra,ngonent  whereby  the  St.  aUba,ns  Rural  District  Council  empty 
cesspools  in  the  area  were  continued  and  during  the  year  47  emptyings 
were  carried  out.  The  Council  bear  the  cost  of  one  emptying  of  a 
cesspool  each  3" ear  for  premises  not  ^/itliin  reach  of  the  Council’s 
sewers . 

Common  Lodiging  Houses  ; 

There  are  no  common  lodsging  houses  within  the  District. 

Public  Swimming  Belli  s 

The  Council’s  open  air  swimming  pool  in  Rothamsted  Park,  which  was 
opened  in  19^0,  continues  to  be  an  outstanding  amenity.  The  use  ma,de 
of  the  pool  increases  eveigr  year  and  by  constant  and  adequate  supervision 
no  conditions  detrimental  to  public  health  arose.  The  water,  which 
circulates  continuously,  is  treated  by  pressure  sand  filters  followed 
by  break-point  chlorination  together  with  the  requisite  chemical  dosing 
to  maintain  pH  at  the  correct  level.  The  installation  of  an  electric 
heating  system  to  maintain  the  v/ater  at  about  68  F.  has  been  very  worth- 
whil e . 


Twice  daily  tests  to  ascertain  the  pH,  free,  residual  and  combined 
chlorine  are  carried,  out  at  the  pool  o.nd,  in  addition,  72  samples  v;ere 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  with  satisfactory  results  in 
each  case. 
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Silver  C-up  Pond  s 


This  pond  has  been  used  for  many  yearsfor  children  to  sail  model 
boats.  Unfortunately,  however,  during  warm  weather  young  children 
are  apt  to  \igo  the  pond  more  as  a children’s  batliing  pool.  Tliis 
procedure  could  undoubtedly  be  dangerous  to  their  health  and,  despite 
regular  dosing  with  chlorinating  agents,  the  water  in  the  pond  cannot 
be  maintained  at  all  times  in  an  entirely  satisfactory  condition. 

The  number  of  small  cbil  dren  i.n  aud  around  the  pond  on  a fine 
weekend  ha,s  to  be  seen  to  be  believed  a,nd  it  is  difficult  to  prevent 
injury  from  stones,  broken  glass 


Such  ponds  may  be  a great  attraction  to  small  children  but  from 
a public  health  -point  of  view  they  present  numerous  problems. 

Move  abl  e Pwellings,  s 

There  are  two  caravan  sites  i'n  the  districti  one  is  privately 
Owned  a,nd  licensed,  for-  sixteen  caravans  and  the  other  is  owned  by  the 
Council  end  -provides  accomnodo/cion  for  twelve  cararans.  Both  sites 
are  in  situa-tions  where  they  do  not  im-pair  local  amenities  and  they  do 
help  to  satisfy  a local  demand.

Registration  : 

At  tho  of  the  yeojr,  2kl  premises  were  registered  under  the 

provisions  of  the  Act  and,  of  the  so,  229  were  known  to  comply  fully  vlth 
all  the  reouirements. 

During  the  3" ear  9 rogistra,tions  were  made  hut  one  registration 
lapsed,  leo-ving  a total  of  2^3  registered  premises  at  the  end  of  1968. 

In  general,  tho  public  are  still  una^;are  of  the  obligation  to  register 
premises  prior  to  starting  a new  business  or  employing  people  to  work  . 
for  them.  This  means  that  the  appointed  inspectors  have  to  ’follow  up’ 
any  changes  of  occupancy,  changes  of  use  or  the  opening  of  new  premises 
to  see  whether  or  not  registration  is  necessany.  This,  in  itself,  has 
proved  to  be  a very  difficult  task  in  this  pajrticxELar  area.  There  are 
many  cases  where  businesses  are  established  with  no  employees  but  witlrLn 
a few  v;eeks  commence  to  employ  without  applying  for  registration,  or 
where  registered  iDremises  change  hands  several  times  between  inspections. 

Inspections  : 

All  registered  premises  have  received  an  initial  inspection  and  most 
have  had  a,t  least  one  subseq’aent  general  inspection.  Where  premises  ar*e 
noimally  inspected  at  relative; y frequent  intervals  for  some  other  purpose 
(e.g.  food  promises)  the  inspector  automatically  looks  for  contraventions 
of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  at  the  same  time.  In 
general,  an  attempt  is  made  tc  inspect  all  other  premises  at  least  once 
within  a two  year  c^^cle  although,  in  practice,  pressure  of  other  work  does 
delay  these  inspections  on  occa,sions.  Wlaen  a,  general  inspection  is  made 
the  v/hole  pranises,  whether  large  or  smail,  are  covered  and  comparison 
made  v;ith  tho  full  record  completed  on  the  initial  inspection.  V.here 
any  contraventions  a,re  found  the  inspector  will  point  those  out  to  the 
employer  and  i/ill  follow  this  up  with  a letter  and  subsequent  inspections 
at  short  intervals  until  the  contraventions  are  remedied. 

V/hcre  it  is  known  from  evparience  that  contraventions  a, re  likely, 
or  conditions  -v/ill  otherwise  Pe.riora,te  to  a considerable  extent,  the 
interval  betvrcen  general  inspections  is  reduced.  Obviously,  any  complaint 
received  or  request  from  an  avaployer  for  a/lvioe  results  in  an  immediate 
visit  to  the  iDremises  irrespoo I'i vo  of  the  interval  since  the  last  general 
inspection  \/a,s  made. 

Operation  of  the  General  Provisions  of  the  Act  ; 

On  initial  inspection  the  most  comavion  contraventions  continue  to 
be  the  lack  of  first  aid  boxes  and  thermometers.  In  a.ddition,  there  are 
still  insta,nccs  v/here  no  constant  supply  of  running  hot  water  is  provided 
or  no  It  aartificial  lighting  to  v/ator  dosots.  By  December  235  pj-^emises 
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were  known  to  comply  fully  with  all  tie  requirements  of  the  Act,  There 
were  very  few  instances  where  there  has  been  any  major  difficulty  in 
securing  com]pliance  and  in  no  ca-ses  has  it  yet  been  necessary  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  to  secure  compliance  with  the  general  provisions  of 
the  Act, 

Measurements  taken  in  the  premises  receiving  a general  inspection 
have  shoim  that  the  standards  of  lighting  a.re  reasonably  adequate  in  all 
rooms  in  wliich  people  are  required  to  work  and  no  cases  of  excessive 
glare  were  found.

ALl  four  cuts  occurred  in  food  premises  and  were  of  a comparatively 
minor  na.ture.  It  v/as  felt  tlia,t  there  wa,s  a possibility  of  some  contra- 
vention of  the  Act  in  the  case  of  the  amputation  and  an  investigation  was 
made.  Mo  contravention  of  the  Act  was  found. 

The  causes  involving  a sprain  and  dislocation  were  both  caused  by 
minor  falls  a,nd  no  investigation  was  thought  necessaiy. 

In  general;  employers  are  more  aware  of  their  responsibilities 
to  notify  a,ccidonts  now,  but  it  seems  probable  that  in  spite  of  letters 
having  been  sent  drawing  employer’s  a-ttention  to  this  obligation,  many 
still  forget  to  notify  an  accident,  although  I have  no  evidence  that 
this  is  so.  Further  statistical  information  on  the  administration  of

The  total  numbor  of  housing  applicants  continues  to  excood  3OO, 
although  not  every  applica.nt  can  be  said  to  be  in  dire  need  of  a,ccoinmodation. 
So  many  young  people  who  maxiy  in  thoir  ’teens  can  only  look  to  the 
Council  for  a docent  home  in  v/liich  to  live,  since  house  purchase  is 
completely  beyond  their  means.
